A WASTEFUL POLICY. 

The year 1873, with its panic and its long list 
of business failures and unemployed workmen, 
is now numbered with the past. There is ample 
reason to believe that with the dawn of the New 
Year we shall see better times—that business 
will resume ite wonted course, that manufac- 
tures will be resumed, and that all classes, 
admonished dy the disasters which so lately 
swept over the country, will put their affairs in 
shape to avoid another September visitation of 
the financial simoom. How shall this be done ? 
There is only one way given under Heaven 
among men by which the ravages of & con- 
mercial criuis cam be repaired, and that is by 
economy. Capital has been destroyed ; it must 
be replaced; and, es capital is the result of 
savings, savings alone will make good what was 
apparently sw pt away by the panic, but was 
really swept away & long time before. 

The economy which the whole people may 
practice consists of the sum of the economies of 
individuals, and this can be regulated by no rule. 
Each person will be a law unto himself, but 
there are some savings of really. gigantie impor- 
tance and magnitude which can be effected by 
the force of public opinion. During the past 
ten years, and even longer, there has been, as it 
were, a general conspiracy to settle up and bring 
under cultivation the whole unoccupied domain 
of the United States within the life-time of the 
present generation. Land-grants have been 
voted, patriotic appeals made, bombastic and 
lying cisculars scattered over Europe, money 
spent in coaxing and promoting emigration, 
State agencies established—and all for what pur- 
pose? To establish competition in grain-grow- 
ing in the Western States and Territories! This 
is what ails the farmers more than anything else. 
The ‘old proverb which asmgne a biessing 
to him who makes two blades of grass to grow 
Where one grew before, is incomplete unless it 
be added that the two blades will sell for no 
more than the one,—unless there be two buyers 
in the market where there was formerly only 
one. If there be any vocafion or calling not 


specially in need of competifik in the Western 


States and. Territories, ori United States 
generally. itis that of farming. Yet the best 
efforts of the nation, and of the several States, 
have been directed to promoting such competi- 
tion; while laws have been passed with the 
sanction and approval of the farmers themselves 
to prevent aud restrict competition in the sale 
of pretty much everything they “have to buy. 
Publi¢ lands have been voted away with -pend- 
thrift baste, and capitalists, in order to possess 
the lands, have invested their own money and 
borrowed lavishly from others, in order to 
put the new settlers on as favorable 
a footing as the older occupants 
of the agricultural districte, who have gained 
what advantages they possess by severe and un- 
remitting toil, and who are deprived of them to 
a large extent by this artificial competition. 

But this is not all. Railway construction in 
advance of population is the exhausting 
expenditure, next to war, in thé whole category 
of waste end profligacy. It ie said tust 115 
railways, great aud small, have gone to protest 
on their bonded indebtedness since the Sep- 
tember panic set in. For all present purposes, 
the capital invested in these railways 
might as well have been sunk in the sea. 
The withdrawal of this capital from the channels 
of ordinary business contributed mightily to the 
September panio and the subsequent hard times, 
and itis here that we may practice our wisest 
and greatest economy in the nett decade. There 
is more wild land provided with railway facilities 
than can be advantageously cultivated during 
the nest ten, if not the next twenty, years. 
Every scheme that comes before Congress, or 
upon the money market, to continue this perni- 
cious policy, or to help out broken ralwav and 
land companies, should be visited with the male- 
dictions of the press and the people, and, most of 
all, of the farming community, who are the chief 
suZerers by it. ~~ ae

GEN. HOWARD'S CASE. 

Gen. Howard's case, now before Capgress on 
charges preferred by the Secretary of War, has 
already been under the consideration of Congress. 
In 1870, Mr. Fernando Wood submitted to the 
House of Representatives fifteen specific 
charges aguinst Gen. Howard, which were re- 
ferred to a Committee coasisting of eight Re- 
publicans and two Democrats. Three of the 
Republican members of the Committee had pre- 
viously been agente of the Freedmen's 
Bureau. As that. time, and under such 
circumstances, it was not surprising that 
Gen. Howard should have been exonerated 
by the majority report of the Committee, which 
was so sweeping and fulsome in its acquittal 
that it was expected to silence all the suspicions 
which Lad been raised against him, and to 
stravgie all ocher effort at investigation. The 
minority report, however, preseute! his case 
more miautely, and, mn spite of the technical 
evasions of which Gen. Howard availed him- 
self, made out a case which was much more 
analytic than the general whitewashing of the 
majority report. 

Gen. Howard was appointed Commissioner of 
the Freedmen'’s Burea. in 1865, shortly after its 
creation. The Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen, 
and Abandoned Lands was established under the 
supervision of the War Department, to last dur- 
ing the War and ome year after, and it was to 
have control of all subjects relating to refugees 
and freedmen from the Rebel Siates, and the 
management of abandoned lands in the same 
territory. Subsequent acts of Congress en- 
larged the jurisdiction of this Bureau, and 
placed large sums of money at the dis- 
posal ot the Commissioner for settling up 
claims aud paying expenses connected with ref- 
ugees and freedmen that were not otherwise 
provided for. In 1866 and 1867, the large sum 
of $10,750,550 was appropriated for these pur- 
poses, in addition to the lands and other prop- 
erty acquired from confiscated and abcodoned 
estates at the South, which have been estimated 
to be equal to the amount of the appropriations. 
The charges made by Mr. Wood were, in sub- 
stance, that Gen. Howard nad used $500,000 of 
public money to buy the fund and erect the 
buildings for the Howard University with- 


out authority of law; thes part of this 
land was disposed of improperly to mem- 


bers of his own family’ and staff; 
that bonds of the First Congregational 
Church were taken im payment for some por- 
tions of the land, which were accounted for as 
cash; that Howard was interested in the sale of 
poor building material used in the erection of 
the University; that he bad also given his con- 
sent that Governmest lumber should be used; 
that he had advaneed money on bonds of the 
Young Men's Christian Association which were 
reckoned as cash in his accounts; that he and 
his brother had a personal interest in a farm 
bought with public money and sold to freedmen 
at exorbitant prices; and, generally, that he 
had turned the management of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau to his our personal and political profit. 
These charges were referred, and, after investiga- 
tion, the majority of the Committee pronounced 
them “‘ utterly groundless and causeless.” The 
minority, before entering specifically upon ex- 
amination of the evidence, reported that they 
had ben denied the privilege of subpenaing 
witnesses whom they knew to be in possession of 
material facts, and that, although Gen. Howard's 
private bagk-books were in the Committee-room, 
he protested against examination of them, and 
the majority of the Committee sustained him in 
this position. These circumstances make it evi- 
dent that there was a disposition to screen Gen. 
Howard from a thorough examination into his 
administration of the Bureau. since one of the 
main charges was that he had secured loans 
from the bank on the deposit of Government 
securities. It would be tedious and useless to 
follow the mimonity report further, after noting 
the obstacles thrown in the way of obtaining 
material evidence. Here is one extract from it, 
bowever, which 1s of interest: 


In the course of the examination it came out that he 
was in the incumbency of the following named posi- 
tions, vis. : Major-General United States Army ; 
Commissioner Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen, and 
Abandoned Lands ; President of Howard University ; 
Director of Building Block Company; Treasurer and 
Trustees of Barry Farm Fund; President of Young 
Men's Obristian Association; Treasurer First Con- 
gregational Church Building Fund, and Vice-President 
of Freedmen’s Savings Bank. 


It will be eeeu that the charges which led to 
the first Congressional investigation of Gen. 
Howard's administration of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau are very different from the case pre- 
sented to Congress by the Secretary, of War, 
which is based on the reports of Assistant Adju- 
tant-Generai Vincent and Inspector—General 
Shriver. The charge now is, plainly, that Gen. 
Howard ia a defaulter in the sum of $278,573. 
In the closirg up of hig accounts that sum us 
unaccounted for. The reports referred to 
charge that large sums of money have been 
expended without authority, end that funds 
have been misappropriated to uses for whicb 


the vouchers which had been filed in the War 
Department have since disappeared. The most 
suspicious feature of the case, as it is now pro- 
sented, is that colored soldiers and sailors and 
their families are still waiving for the settlement 
of claims which it was supposed had been paid 
off th the general settlement of the Bureau's 
affairs. 

The case now brought against Gen. Howard is 
in no sense political, as the first case was con- 
strued to be. It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
Congress will not repeat the farce it went through 
with at the former investigation. The present 
case is one that unquestionably belongs to army

These consolidations have a different azpect 


from what they had afew years ago. Then 
these corporations were arrogant and self-suf- 
ficient ; they bought aud controlled State Goy- 
eraments at pleasure ; they issued watered stock 
at their own will; they were absolute, and put 
the public and public opinion at defiance. 
Then, consolidation was the strengthen e of 
corporations already exercising monopolies with 
supreme comtempt for public interests. But 
matters have changed within the last year. 
Monopolies are no longer the masters of the 
people. The people lave taken the 
choice of State Governments into their 
own hands, and they have applied 
their prerogafives to the regulation, con- 
trol, and discipline of these corporations. 
Consolidations at this ume look like attempts 
to evade a day of reckoning. Such expedients 
will be of no avail, because the judgment has 
already been written that all corporations of a 
quasi character are subject to public control, 
and that they will not be permitted to levy ex- 
tortionate rates for tle service they perform, 
nor claim dividends and profits upon capital not 
actually invested. That this judgment will be 
carried out to the letter in due time there can be 
no question, and hence consolidations of com- 
panies, doubling up of railways and concentra- 
tion of management, will not avail. The hand 
of reform will reach them all the sooner, 


. The exposures of the petty abuses practiced on 
the Treasury of the United States are becoming 
more and more numerous. The contingent fund 
of the Treasury Department—that is, the upney 
placed at the discretionary disposal of the 
officers—has increased during the lest ten years 
from $94,900 to $227,600 for the present year. 
The gas bill of that Department alone amounts 
to $18,000, which it ie charged includes the 
private gas bijis of a number of bureau officers 
aad chief clerks. The Boston Post publishes 
the statement that, in addition to the many 
horses and carrisges employed by the various 
Departments, the charge last year for horse-car 
tickets was $42,000. This was equal to 860,000 
single rides, or 2,300 rides every day in the year, 
including Sundays. and holidays. Who gets 
these tickets is just now one of the mysteries 
of Washington City. We yesterday published 3 
statement showing the fees and salaries paid to 
the persons employed in collecting the customs 
revenue im sixty-two districta. In those dis- 
tricta the aggregate revenue collected was 
$724,651, and the fees and salaries of the officers, 
excluding all other expenses, amounted to 
$334,497. We have now a statement of the cost 
of collecting the ioternal revenue ia the various 
States for the year 1872-73, and me of the
